Cann right, M. p.. and wife, and 
two- children, and Rev. J. F. Peat and 
wife and two children. This mission 
owned but one piece of property In Cheng 
Tu. which Is a building used as a chapel. 
a dispensary and minor structures. Mr. 
Lanlr says that substantially all these 
arc g-one, even thc paving stones being 
Carried out of the court" The total loss, 
exclusive of personal loss. Is about 0.000 
taels. 


The American Baptist Missionary union 


had- stations In Sul Fu, Halting and 
Yacheo. The missions and personal prop- 
erty at Kalrlng and Yachco are probably 
all lost, though particulars had not 
'been received by Lanlr when his letter 
was written. 
At Sul-Fu the Americans pwned a tjieat 


deal of property, but not much was done 
to It. 


-Mr. LanTr describes the various attacks 


made on the missions at Cheng Tir. The 
particulars of which have been printed 
In American newspapers. In the attack 
on the premises of thc Canadian Metho- 
dist mission tlie two persons In charge 
of tho hospital and chapel which were 
afterwards looted and burned, kept the 
mob at bay. but the officials would give 
no assistance, althoifch several of them 
wcro quite near. Late that evening. May 
Si, the member? cf the American Metho- 
dist mission Bought refuge In the district 
magistrates Yamen, but were refused. 
and told they would be protected If they 
returned 
home. 
Relying upon these 


promlse!i. they were cntlrelM unprepared 
lor the mob which soon visited them, and 
had barely time to escape. Operations 
T-TC renewed by the mob at daybreak 
next day, and before noon the attack-was 
general on all the Catholic and rrotcst- 
ant mission places. The American Meth- 
odists from their hiding places. In »n nt- 
tlo only six feet. away, watched the mob 
for 12 hours plundering their house.

PROBABLY THE HOLTHILL. 


The Unknown Ship Sunk with tho Prince 


Ojcnr Circumstantially Identified. 


New 'York. AUK. 9.—It Is believed that 


the veisel which with the British ship, 
Prince Oscar, was sunk'In a collision off 
tho court of Brazil. Is the British ship 
Holthlll. Thc survivors of thc 
Prince 
Oscar who were taken from their boats 
by the tteamer and landed in Philadel- 
phia yesterday were unable to furnish 
thc Identity of the craft with which they 
collided-, as It cank- Immediately.. They 
said, however, that she was a four-mas- 
er, with all sails set anil sailing with 
the wind, which was southeast. This 
pretty well precludes that -It was any of 
the American foiir-majterc. of which 
there ore live. 
Two the Dlrego and 


Kcnllworth. are now In port, while the 
other three, the Roanoke, Susquehanna 
and Mary Klynn. are bound from he-re 
to San Francisco and would not have 
been falling the' course of the ill-fated 
ship. 


The Holthlll sailed from San Francisco

valued at $15.000. Nearly the entire sup- 
Ply Is from California, and is nmelted at 
8an Francisco. A lesser quantity came 
from Nevada. The Imports were small 
in 1894. belnc valued at only $213.000. 
about two-thirds the usual amount. 


The production of platinum Is still In- 


sljtuiflant. The results of the examina- 
tion of the black sands of the Oregon 
beach»« have proved a disappointment, 
the amount of platinum being scarcely 
notlceable. although the sand contains 
Jl.M In gold per ton.
